All traffic on SR 327 (Coldwater Road) from a point 1500 feet north of 
Cook Road to a point 1000 feet south of Wallen Road, a distance of approxi ¬ 
mately 3400 feet . Existing limit - 65 MPH . 

All traffic on SR 327 (Coldwater Road) from a point 1400 feet south of 
Cook Road to a point 600 feet north of Cook Road, a distance of approxi ¬ 
mately 2000 feet . Speed limit at other times - 45 MPH .
